1970 


| was beginning my fifth pro season with the Bears and Norm Van Brocklin* 


was starting his second full year as the Falcons head coach in 1970. 

The Dutchman was a tough coach and his players played with intensity as 
aresult. You knew that the action would be knock down and drag out every- 
time that you faced a Van Brocklin team. 


In 1970 the Bears had opened the year with two wins but then ‘dropped 


three straight before heading to Atlanta. The Falcons had just come off of a 
big win over New Orleans and they were ready for us. 


Keep Awake a 

Well, Chicago prevailed in that one 23-14, but the final score wasn’t as 
important as the lesson | learned that day, which is to keep awake ALL the 
time. 

In one play Van Brocklin and Atlanta set me up and | didn't even know it. 
Usually, at my left linekacking spot, I'll be positioned opposite the other 
team's tight end — in this case. Jim Mitchell. 

But on this play, the Atlanta flanker was taken out of the game and 
Mitchell was moved to the weak side; | didn’t notice the switch. So when the 
pitch-out went to the Falcon halfback | came across the field to help out. As 
it turned out | wasn’t any help at all as Mitchell provided an excellent crack- 
back block (then legal) and didn’t that one hurt! 

It was a typical punishing move by Van Brocklin to catch a lazy 
linebacker. No question, it worked and Mitchell made quite a hit for being

Piccolo Memories 

When | think of Atlanta | also have memories of Brian Piccolo, his final pro 
game was against the Falcons in 1969. 

Brian had signed with the Bears in 1965, the same year that | was playing 
my last college season at Louisville. We got to be close friends quickly with 
our lockers set side-by-side at Wrigley Field. 

Brian got his first starting assignment against Atlanta during the 1968 
season, when be became a regular for the year’s final five games. He 
replaced Gale Sayers, who was then facing his first knee operation. 

Sayers came back in 1969, but midway through the year running back 
Ron Bull was hurt and Brian was a starter again. 


Final Game 

It was November 16 and the Bears were back in Atlanta. We came into 
town following our first win of the year (which turned out to be our only win), 
38-7, over Pittsburgh. 

Sayers was lined-up as the halfback and Piccolo the fullback and they 
helped to make a game of it that afternoon. 

Brian carried the ball 12 times for 32 yards and also caught two passes 
for 13 more yards. His last-quarter touchdown, from one-yard out, brought 
us to within ten points at 41-31. That scoring run was the last carry Brian 
Piccolo was to ever make as a professional football player. 

He came out of the game after that because he was coughing badly. The 
next day he was hospitalized and exactly seven months after that game, on 
June 16, 1970, Brian Piccolo died of cancer. 


Last Time 
The last time that our two teams met was in 1974 in Atlanta. Nick Mike- 
Mayer came in to kick a fourth-quarter field goal for a 13-10 Falcon win. 
But Atlanta went on to lose eight of its last nine games after that and Var 
Brocklin was replaced by current head coach ‘Marion Campbell at mid- 
season.

Although most of the NFL player transactions 
have been completed there were some changes 
made last Wednesday (Sept. 15) in the Bears’ 
camp. Four players were involved: 

Ninth-year guard Mark Nordquist was placed 
on waivers; defensive end Gary Hrivnak was 
placed on the injured-reserve list (which means 
he is lost for the year); defensive specialist Jer- 
ry Meyers was re-activated for the second time 


this season; and safety Gary Fencik was signed 


» as a free agent. 


Fencik is a 6-1, 190-pound Yale graduate. He 
s a rookie that was taken by Miami on the tenth 


round of this year’s collegiate draft. The Bears 


are of course still holding at the NFL player limit 
of 43.

lumbering the Bears 

Going into the 1976 season the Bears 
averaged 2.53 years of previous National Foot- 
ball League experience. 

The 43 Bears on this year's roster will be 25.1 
years old by season's end. They average 6-2 
and weigh 224.46 pounds. Their total shower 
weight is 6.652, minus towels. 

The oldest Bear is linebacker Doug Buffone, 
who was-32 on June 27. Two others joined in 
the 30s. club this year — Royce Berry and Virg 
Carter. 

The youngest Bear is still Walter Payton, who 
turned 22 on July 25th. Five others are also 22 
— Dennis Lick, Gary Fencik, Jerry Meyers, 
Brian Baschnagel and Dan Jiggetts. 

There are seven rookies (Baschnagel, Jigget- 
ts, Meyers, Fencik, Lick, Tom Hicks and Jerry 
Muckensturm) and 15 second-year players on 
this 57th Chicago Bear team. 

Only six Bears have been inthe NFL for more 
than five years: Buffone (11), Berry (8), Carter 
(7), Ron Shanklin (7), Mike Adamie (6) and Lar- 
ty Schreiber (6). 

Only 12 current Bear players were with the 
Club in 1974: Gary Huff, Bill Knox, Craig 
Clemons, Allan Ellis, Waymond Bryant, Doug 
Buffone, Don Rives, Wally Chambers, Jim 
Osborne, Lionel Antoine, Bo Rather and Bob 
Parsons. 

The Bears starting offensive line-up averages 
24.27 years of age and 1.90 years of previous 
NFL experience. The defense averages are 
25.90 years old and 3.45 seasons of ex-

Bears Go For Third Straight Win 
After Knocking Off 49ers 19.12 


Three consecutive wins to open the season 


... that hasn’t happened to the Chicago Bears * 


since the NFL Championship year of 1963. 

Well, don’t look now but that feat could be 
repeated this Sunday at Soldier Field. The 
Bears made such a happening possible by 
beating San Francisco 19-12 last week on the 
West Coast. 

Chicago (2-0) looks to make it three in a row 
this week against the winless Atlanta Falcons 
(0-2); kick-off time is 1 p.m. CDT. The Falcons 
gave up 24 fourth-quarter points in losing to 
Detroit 24-10 in the Lions’ Pontiac Stadium. 


Payton Nearly Perfect 

Second-year back Walter Payton had the best 
rushing day of his young career playing against 
the 49ers in Candlestick Park. 

Payton ran for 148 yards (he had 134 vs. New 
Orleans last year) and scored two first-half 
touchdowns to set up the Bears’ ninth win in 
their last 11 games. His heroics also helped to 
put Chicago alone in first place of the NFC 
Central ... perennial champ Minnesota is in 
second after tying with Los Angeles 10-10. 


Big First Half 

The Bears ruined the home coaching debut of 
the 49ers Monte Clark and they didn’t waste 
any time in doing so. 

After winning the toss and a Brian 
Baschnagel kick-off return, Chicago opened the 
game on its own 35-yard line. 

Ten plays and three third-down conversions 
later, the Bears were on the San Francisco 10. 
At that point Payton carried for what looked to 
be lost yardage, but he escaped the grip of 49er 
Tommy Hart and dashed left for the game’s first 
TD. Bob Thomas booted the PAT. 

San Francisco came right back to score on 
its first series. Steve Mike-Mayer converted a 
21-yard field goal attempt when Chicago’s 
defense would allow nothing more. That put the 
49ers within 7-3 as 4:13 remained in the first 
quarter. During the drive, Bear linebacker Doug 
Buffone was put out of the ganie with what was 


diagnosed as a torn Achilles tendon. Ross 
Brupbacher did a fine job filling in for Buffone, 
who watched the second half in street clothes. 


You Take It 

The Bears and 49ers played giveaway in the 
second period. Early in the period San Fran- 
cisco punter Tom Wittum kicked to Virg Livers, 
who was in the process of making good return 
yardage when he fumbled. 

Skip Vanderbundt picked up the loose ball 
and the 49ers had a first down at the Bear 44. 
But quarterback Jim Plunkett, who just did not 
have a good day, threw deep to Willie McGee on 
the next play, only to have the pass picked off. 
Bear corner back Allan Ellis had his sights set 
for Payton and he dropped him in the Bear end 
zone on the following play. The safety cut the 
visitors lead to 7-5. 

The Bears were unable to get moving in their 
next series and Bob Parsons was asked to punt 
the ball away. He did that, but Ralph McGill, 
who NEVER fair catches for San Francisco 
probably should have. 

He fumbled and Bear Dan Neal was there to 
make the recovery on San Francisco's 37. It 
was all Payton following the turnover, as he car- 
ried the final seven yards on a tackle-breaking 
TD gallop. A Thomas kick had Chicago on top 
14-5. 

A strong Bear defense (which totalled six 
sacks for 61 yards) kept the 49ers bottled up, 
forcing another punt with 30 seconds left in the 
first half. Mike Adamle was able to get in this 
time, blocking Wittum’s punt through the end 
zone ... good for an equalizing safety. A free 
kick gave the Bears one more second quarter 
scoring chance and they took advantage. 

Bob Avellini found Ron Shanklin open for a 
35-yard hook-up, putting Chicago into field goal 
position. Thomas then booted a 35-yard three- 
pointer as five seconds showed on the clock ... 
Bears 19, 49ers 5 at halftime. 


Ball Control 
Coach Jack Pardee’s squad came on to ex- 


hibit more smothering defense and a planned 
ball control offense in the final 30 minutes. 

Safety Doug Plank set the mood as he inter- 
cepted Plunkett on the 49érs third play of the 
second half. 

Eight punts then followed before Chicago was 
ready to yield its first. touchdown of the, 1976 
season. San Francisco took the ball over with 
nearly nine minutes to play in the game, on its 
own 12-yard line. 

The elapsed time was 7:22 (and 17 plays) 
when the 49ers finally were allowed to enter the 
Bear end zone. Back Delvin Williams scored on 
a 13-yard pass from Plunkett with 1:26 remain- 
ing. 


55 That’s It 

With Virg Carter in for a bruised Avellini, the 
Bears had no trouble in running the clock out 
from there. In fact, a 21-yard Payton run had 
Chicago down to the San Francisco 22 as the 
game ended. 

The win was the first for the Bears in San 
Francisco since 1967 (28-14); and the first vic- 
tory of any sort over the 4Sers since 1968 
(27-19). 

Following that 1968. win, San Francisco had 
claimed six consecutive victories over Chicago. 


Injury info 
In addition to Buffone and Avellini (twisted 
ankle), those temporarily sidelined against the 
49ers were: offensive guard Noah Jackson, 
defensive back Virgil, Livers and defensive 
tackle Wally Chambers. 


Overwheiming 
The entire Bear defensive team was at times 
overwhelming against San Francisco, with 
Chambers, Jim Osborne, Roger Stillwell and 
Mike Hartenstine leading the way.

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Starting Role Agrees with Osborne 


The @sborne clan of Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., was 
delighted last year to know that the Bears would 
play one Monday night game and another game 
against Miami. That meant they’d all be able to 
watch brother Jim play two games on television. 

So everyone gathered ‘round to watch those 
games. They had to watch closely. If anyone 
chose the wrong moment for a trip to the 
bathroom or the refrigerator, he missed 
Osborne completely. Jim left the bench for a 
total of two plays in those games: 


Family a Big Help 

“That was one of the worst things about it,” 
Osborne said while he was still a bench adorn- 
ment. “They're all used to seeing me play, and it 
was the hardest thing for me to have them call 
and ask me why I'm not playing. | can’t give 
them an answer. | don't know myself. My 
family's a big help, though. They reassure me 
that they're still behind me.” 

Eventually, Osborne’s days on the bench 
were behind him, too. He started the last three 
games last season at his familiar defensive left 
tackle spot. The position was ceded to him this 


summer when Roger Stillwell, who had beaten’ 


him out last season, was moved to defensive 
end. 

“f& lot of things happened last year,” Osborne 
says now. He chuckles at the memory, but that 
doesn’t necessarily mean it’s a pleasant one. 
Osborne likes to laugh. He even kept laughing 
last year. 

“On the outside, I’m dealing with it well, but 
inside it’s burning the hell out of me,” he said at 
the time. 


Last Season 

With a new coaching staff assuming com- 
mand, Osborne had prepared harder for last 
season than he had for his first three. But in the 
fourth exhibition game he was hurt. Not badly, 
but enough that someone else had to play the 
next week. Just until Osborne was healthy 
again, he figured. 

But once Roger Stillwell got into the line-up, 
there was no taking him out. “He played well,” 
Osborne recalls. “It would have been wrong to 
pull Roger out and put me in.” 

That's easier for him to say now than it was for 
him to accept while he was peeling off an 
unblemished uniform every week. Osborne told 
himself he had to prove himself in practice. But 
after a few good practice weeks, he stil] wasn’t 
playing. He became depressed. “The last time | 
sat on the bench was my freshman year in high 
school,” he said. “I don’t know how to deal with 
ee

Added to the-indignity of the bench was the 
frustration of a contract deadlock. And then, 
trouble with the new coach. Jack Pardee began 
noticing that Osborne seemed to concentrate 
harder on his problems than his performance. 
Late in the season, he pointed it out to Osborne. 

“We had a nice long tatk,” Osborne recalls. 
“Jack put everything on the table. He told me 
what he expected of me. | hada kind of don’t- 
care attitude. He explained that | was being kind 
of negative. | told him | thought | could play.” 


A Starter 
Before the 12th game, a home game with 
Detroit, Stillwell was hurt. Playing the final three 
games, Osborne finished second on the team to 
Wally Chambers with seven sacks. The Bears 
won two of the games. 
“| don't like to get into my contract problem,” 


- Osborne says, smiling again, “but it just so hap- 


pens | signed the same time | started playing.” 

“We really never had any differences,” 
Pardee says. “I had no idea Ozzie hadn't signed 
his contract — | don’t care to get into that 
aspect. | wasn’t down.on Ozzie last year. | know 
he was disappointed, but Roger was doing the 
job, too. : : 

“Ozzie’s a good player to have on a team. He 
gets himself up every week. He’s not an up-and- 
down guy who might have a great game one 
week and tail off the next. He’s a consistent per- 
former.” 

He’s also one of the Bears’ five captains this 
season — along with Doug Buffone, Roland 
Harper, Jeff Sevy and rookie Brian Baschnagel. 
And in the opener against Detroit, he tied middle 
linebacker Don Rives for the team lead with 
eight tackles. Four of them were solos and one 


was behind the line of scrimmage. He also bat- 
ted down a pass and chased quarterback Joe 
Reed into the arms of teammates who sacked 
him. 


Excited 
“This team is jelling pretty good,” he said 
_after the Lion victory. “Everyone’s pretty ex- 
cited. Beating Detroit toid us we can compete 
with anybody. Minnesota’s the team to beat in 
the division, but Detroit's awfully good. | think 
we can compete with anybody in the division.” 

Every time they compete, more than four 
defensive linemen will be sweaty. The Bears 
wanted to do more shuttling on the line iast 
season, but the team was in an ample state of 
disarray without substituting freely for the sake 
of substituting. So Osborne and the other back- 
up players did a lot of sitting. 

The idea behind using backup players more 

, this year is that it will keep the starters fresh 
and substitutes Royce Berry and Ron Rydaich 
sharp. “I think it’s a good idea,” Osborne says. 
“It helped a lot against Detroit. When you know 
you’re playing the whole game, you might think 
you should save something in reserve for the 
next play. It's a nice feeling to know there are 
guys who can give you a breather and get the 
job done. 

As long as Osborne's out of breath when the 
game ends. 

“It’s really rewarding after you know you've 
made a 100 per cent effort,” he says. “You can 
be exhausted dnd‘feel like you got the hell beat 
out of you and you can barely make it to the ice 
box for something to drink. | don’t feel good after 
the game unless I’m real tired. You can’t get that 
way on the bench.”

Pickers have good start under their Belts

In the past, we have always tried to keep up a 
running account of our prediction accuracy to 
give the readers an idea about how we ‘re doing 
during the season. Since we make our predic- 
tions two weeks in advance to meet our 
deadlines, we will always be one week behind 
in letting you know how we did each week. 
Keeping this is mind, here’s. how the Super- 
pickers came out in the NFL's first week. 

With Miami beating Buffalo in the first Mon- 
day-Nighter, we called eleven of the games cor- 
rectly and only missed two. The weekly tossup 
went to Sullivan as the Raiders came from 
behind to beat Pittsburgh. Our .846 percentage 
was the highest we've ever had in an opening 
week. 

Our winning teams in Week Number One in- 
cluded Dallas, Los Angeles, Washington, Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis, Minnesota, Houston, 
Baltimore, Cleveland, and Chicago, and two of 
our calls were right on the head. The Colts 
downed New England by 14 (27-13) just like we 
said they would, and Chicago, as predicted, 
slippéd past the Lions by seven (10-3). We only 
missed the Browns’ spread by one point as they 
swamped the Jets by 21 (38-17). We thought 
Cleveland would win by 20. 

A funny thing happened on the way to our two 
losses. The actual point spreads were almost 
perfect, but unfortunately, the wrong teams 
ended up winning. The Chargers beat Kansas 
City by 14 when we thought the Chiefs would 
take it by 13, and the Packers lost by 12 instead 
of zapping San Francisco by 9. 

The amazing Karnac came through with a per- 
fect week and knew the Oilers would fool

Ram quarterback Pat Haden worked well in 
relief of injured Ron Jaworski in the second half 
and watched as his defense also played it 
tough. 

QB Bartkowski was sacked five times in that 
game; yet he did complete 16 of 33 passes for 
193 yards. He also directed the Falcons toa 7-6 
halftime lead. 

But on the ground Atlanta could only muster 
62 yards, 29 by Haskel Stanback’ and 24 by 
Hampton. On_the other hand, Los Angeles 
rushed for 232 yards. 


Atlanta Pre-Season (2-4) 

In the pre-season, Atlanta Jost its first four 
games, including a 17-3.defeat at the hands of 
the expansion Buccaneers. The Falcons did fi- 
nish strong with consecutive exhibition wins 
over Baltimore (21-7) and Green Bay (26-7). 

Coach Campbell, who is in his ‘second full- 
year as Atlanta’s head coach, had his contract 
extended for another year during the pre- 
season by Falcon owner Rankin Smith. 


Offense 
Strengths on this year's Falcon team begin 
with the receiving corps, topped by 
transplanted Viking wide receiver John Gilliam 
and tight end Jim Mitchell. 
, The best .rusher is Hampton, who gained 
1,002 yards last season for a 4,0 per carry 
average. Bartkowski, the quarterback that made 
the Golden Bears’ of"California famous, is, still 
considered the team franchise in Atlanta. His 
rookie totals in 1975 showed a 45 per cent pass 
completion mark (115-255), good for 1,662 
yards and’13 aerial touchdowns. 


Defense 

Ends Claude Humphrey and John Zook were 
usually the tough guys that other teams had to 
contend with when facing the Falcon defense. 

But Zook was traded to St. Louis and 
Humphrey has now been joined by Roy Hilton 
and Ron East. Linebacker Don Hansen also was 
lost, to Seattle, and so it is up to Tommy Nobis, 
in the middle, to stem the opposing offensive 
tide. 

Safety Ray Easterling is the best of the 
Falcon’s defensive secondary. The five-year 
veteran had 99 tota! tackles last season, while 
also intercepting three passes. 

Punter John James hit the longest punt of his 
career in 1975 (75 yards) and was named to the 
NFC’'s All-Pro squad. 


The Series 

The Bear-Falcon series dates to Atlanta's first 
NFL season, 1966. Chicago won that initial 
meeting, in Wrigley Field, 23-6. Since that time, 
Atlanta has won five of the last seven contests 
to hold .a 5-3 overall lead. 

The last time the two teams met was October 
13, 1974 in Atlanta, a geme won by the Falcons 
13-10. In Atlanta's last Soldier Field ap- 
pearance, Atlanta was victorious 37-21. 

Chicago's last win vs the Falcons came 
November 1, 1970, 23-14, in Atlanta.

| shake my head. Obviously Smith doesn’t know the first thing about the theory of off-setting 
omens, doesn’t realize that unless Baschnagel can off-set — how doesn’t matter — the team’s in real 
trouble. 

We make small talk with a couple of fans from Oak Park, and from time to time ask new arrivals,

his backs. He hits a couple over the middle, then starts working the sideline routes, and just like that, 
One, two, three, he misses. My heart contracts. First it's Bashnagel, and now it’s Avellini. A double off- 
set, Bad medicine. The odds against a win are formidable now. And if the visitors from Holland don’t 
show up? | don’t even want to think about a triple off-set. 

Finally, at a quarter to one, Smith gives up and walks over to the Bears’ side of the field. | hang 
around section 14, hoping aainst hope, and then with less than two minutes to game time, | scribble a 
not saying I'll be back at the half, ask the lady from Oak Park to give it to the first person she sees who 
looks new to the game, and make my way to the press box just in time to see Bob Thomas’ first kick- 
off of the new season go out of bounds. : 

As | say, I'm superstitious, and I’m counting: dropped punts, overthrown passes, visitors who don’t 
make the game, and an illegal procedure penalty on the first play of the year, at which point Thomas 
kicks off again and James Hunter comes within a shirt tail of breaking it for a touchdown. | wince. We 
haven't got a prayer. But then, through the binoculars, | see who made the saving tackle: Baschnagel! 
Bashnagel’s got an off-set by god! Now if Avellini can just hit on a crucial down and out, or better yet, 
on a sideline route, and if somebody can redeem Thomas —say if Parsons can hit a field-goal (by the 
logic of the theory of off-setting omens Parsons gets to redeem Thomas because they both kick the 
ball), then maybe we've got a chance after all, and maybe, all things being equal, just maybe I'll locate 
my visitors at half-time. i 

As soon as the gun sounds | negotiate thé crowded aisles. Smith is back with his camera and the 
lady from Oak Park is there with my note, but nobody's seen two visitors from Holland. 

It would be an exaggeration to say | entertain visions of doom at this point, but | am disappointed. 
I've counted on a frame for this column, and besides, the theory of off-setting omens is no joke.

Par- 
sons is credited with a 14 yard punt (an off-set under the circumstances), and the Bears, via Knox, 
are credited with the football, which is an off-set any day. Clearly the gods are smiling. And sure 
enough, on the very next play, Avellini hits Latta down the sideline. Five plays later, Johnny Musso 
goes over for the score, and that, plus a fourth quarter Thomas field goal (the penultimate off-set but 
One), is that. 

Or almost that. 

The following day, as I’m working on this column, the phone rings. It’s Pat McCaskey again. “Those 
people were there all along,” he tells me, “in seats at the north end of the section. They saw the whole 
thing, If you still want to talk to them ... ” and he gives me a number where they can be reached. I’m 
delighted, of course. Not only is the logic of the theory complete now, but | get to talk to the visitors 
from Holland after all.

; Return to Chicago 


It was just one of those days, when absolutely 
nothing goes right. But as far as Ted Haracz was 
concerned, it might as well have been the end of 
the world. 

First, it was the weather. 

Thanks to a severe snow storm, the natural 
turf at Green Bay's famed Lambeau Field looked 


more like the icing on a vanilla layer cake than a - 


football field. 
And — let’s not forget the competition. 
Thanks to a surprisingly scrappy perfor- 
mance by Bart Starr’s Packers, Green Bay made 
it a (vanilla layer) cakewalk past the Chicago 
Bears, 28-7, to notch the ninth Chicago defeat 
of the 1975 season. 


The Ride Home 

And — to add insult to injury — there was the 
plane ride home to Chicago. 

lt was delayed. And delayed. And delayed. So 
long, that the ragged, dejected Bears were una- 
ble to return to their respective living rooms, to 
lick their respective wounds, until very late that 
Sunday evening. 


For rookie PR man Ted Haracz, “the longest ” 


day” wasn’t even over when the plane finally 
touched down at O’hare Field. 

Instead of forgetting the Green Bay debacle 
as fast as he could, Haracz was forced to 
belabor the point, pounding out a four-page 
post-mortem release, for distribution at the 
Bears’ weekly press brunch the next morning. - 

Welcome to the world of big-time pro football, 
Ted Haracz. 

“If you want to talk about all-time lows, well, 
that was mine without a question,” the 5’7” 
Haracz said, looking out from behind his over- 
sized walnut desk at the.Bears plush new 
Jackson Street offices. 


A Fan 

“?ve-been a frustrated Bear fan all my life, so 
when | joined the club last January (’75), | 
thought | was well aware of the tremendous 
remodelling job that had to be done,” said the 
former sports editor at the Northwest side’s 
Weber High School. 

“But after that horrendous Green Bay game, 
we were all lower than anyone in our organiza- 
tion ever imagined we could get. There it was, 
the 11th game of my first season in professional 
football, we'd only won two games. And it didn’t 
look like we were about to get any better.” 

Not exactly what you would call an ideal 
package for your average NFL public relations 
man to relate to the public. 

In fact, it would have been perfectly natural 
for Haracz to have begun questioning his own 
sanity. 

Questions like, why on earth had he ever 
abandoned that comfortable five-year niche 
he’d grooved for himself at Purdue University.

But somehow, depressing as that “rookie” 
season was, Ted Haracz never once even 
thought to ask himself the question. 


Bear Rookies 

He says he was too busy having faith in all the 
other so-called “rookies” Papa Bear George 
Halas had hired’ to re-model his professional 
football team. All of them rookies who never 
once: got their hands on the football. 

“If you know Jim Finks, and you know Jack 
Pardee, you just know they're winners, and 
they're gonna succeed in anything they do,” 
Haracz said. “But when you're talking about re- 
building an entire professional football team 
almost from scratch, you're not talking about a 
job that can be done overnight.” 

“Jim Finks is not the kind of general manager 
who's gonna panic, squander draft picks, and 
make irrational trades, simply because all the 
fans and writers in town are hungry for a win- 
ner,” he said. . 

“He's outlined a timetable for doing things the 
right way. And if you want to build a truly solid 
football team — not just ANOTHER flash jin the 
pan — there's just no room for cutting any cor- 
ners.” = 

No room whatsoever. _ 

Not on the player roster. Not in the coaching 
ranks. Not in the ticket booth. And certainly not 
in the front office. In order to build a winning 
football team, the general manager has to bring 
in good people in all phases of his team opera- 
tion. 

Enter Ted Haracz, to “relate to the public.” 

“The Bears and | have had a compatible rela- 
tionship right from the start,” Haracz said. 
“Their rebirth was beginning just when my 
enthusiasm for the Purdue job was beginning to 


die. You get to the point where you no longer 

feel like giving 200% of yourself to your work. 

And you know the job well enough after five 

years, so that nowhere near that much effort is 

required. = 
A Challenge 

“Aside from the lack of challenge, | always felt 
my hands were tied trying to promote college 
athletics,” he said. “I’m not criticizing women’s 
or minor sports, but they're certainly a.drain on 
what you can do to advertise and promote the 
money-making sports. 

“| was looking for a situation where | had no 
restrictions on what | could achieve through my 
own promotional ideas. But, that’s simply not 
realistic in college athletics.” 

, Ted Haracz’ goal certainly !S realistic in pro- 
fessional athletics — particularly professional 
football. 

As much as the fans hate to admit it, the NFL 
is a BIG business, run by BIG businessmen, 
with only one goal in mind. BIG MONEY. 

Haracz’ contribution to that goal often leaves. 
his home in suburban Hoffman Estates operat- 
ing more like the press room at Lake Forest, 
than the secluded place he escapes to so infre- 
quently, in the course of a normal seven-day 
work week. 

While most Chicagoans were enjoying their 
traditional Labor Day: in the sun, Haracz was 
putting in another typical ten-hour day, notify- 
ing the local media and the rest of the NFL, of 
just how the Bears had trimmed their roster 
down to the 43-mah limit. 

There was the usual cauliflower-ear ‘full of 
phone calls to all the team representatives, 
newspaper, and radio reporters while Haracz 
was still at the Bears’ loop offices. Then at least 
30 additional calls to answer at his home within 
45 minutes of the time he first walked in the 
front door. | 

Eating, sleeping, and breathing Chicago Bear 
fodtball is enough to take the fan out of any- 
body. Even a guy who always considered him- 
self the biggest Bear fan this side of Weber High 
School. 

“| don’t really mind that,” Haracz said. “Ac- 
tually, the fan part of me died back in 1970 at 
Purdue. We'd just lost six football games in a 
row, and my best friend (Bob DeMoss) was the 
head football coach. 

“! hated so to see him do poorly, !| got myself 
all tangled up emotionally, until! | finally was 
forced to put a stop to it, before | had a heart at- 
tack. So! decided that the only approach to take 
was a professional approach.” 

Whether he realizes it or not, second-year PR 
man Ted Haracz was a professional all along. 
And he's been a professionali ever since. Even 
on those once-in-a-while days, when absolutely 
nothing goes right.

Is ‘Rebuilding’ Realistic? 


Simple Mathematics Tell 
You The Answer Is ‘No!’

Mention the term ‘‘rebuilding” 
to a Patriots or Saints or Falcons 
fan, and he will cringe. Mention a 
divisional title to a Raiders, 
Cowboys or Vikings fan, and he 
will yawn. 

If the decade of the 1960’s 
marked the “Golden Age of 
Professional Football,” the 70’s 
are the ‘‘Xerox Age.’’ For even 
the most avid pro football fans, 
the NFL standings of the 70’s blur 
together with a sameness of 
political conventions’ keynote 
addresses. 

Last year’s meteoric rise of the 
Baltimore Colts from a 2-12 
basement record in 1974 to a 10-4 
mark and the AFC East title was 
more remarkable when con- 
trasted with other recent division 
races. 

If the pro football draft is 
supposed to be the great 
equalizer, it has been a colossal 
failure. Year after year the 
Raiders, Cowboys and Steelers 
continue to pull plums out of the 
draft, while any fan who can name 
one New Orleans Saint first round 
choice qualifies as a true football 
trivia buff. 

With the NFL's 57th season 
getting under way, sports writers, 
broadcasters, and self-proclaimed 
football experts are making their 
annual predictions. And does it 
take any great insight to predict

what the ‘‘experts’’ will be 
predicting? 

In the National Football Con- 
ference, the Minnesota Vikings 
have won the Central Division 
crown seven times in the past 
eight years! Moreover their 
margin of victory over the second 
place team (which by the way has 
been the 
straight years!!!) has never been 
less than two games, and has been 
as many as five games twice! 

Just for comparison’s sake, a 
five game margin of victory over 
a 14 game schedule would com- 
pare to a baseball team winning a 
division title by the whopping total 
of 58 games! 

The NFC’s Eastern Division has 
demonstrated a little more 
balance during this period, as 
Dallas has won three titles, St. 
Louis two, and Washington one 
since the NFL was split into two 
conferences in 1970. In the same 
period, San Francisco won the 
Western Division the first three 
years, while the Los Angeles 
Rams have copped the last three 
titles. 

In the AFC Bast, the Colts have 
won the first and last titles of the 
decade, while Don Shula’s Miami 


Detroit Lions seven « 


Dolphins ‘captured four ,con-. 
secutive titles in between. 

The domination of the Oakland 
Raiders in the AFC West has been 
as formidable as the Vikings in the 
NFC Central. Over the past nine 
years, dating back to the old 
American Football League, the 
Raiders have taken eight division 
titles, with a Kansas City crown in 
1971 being the only fly in Al 
Davis's ointment. 

In the AFC Central, the Pitts- 
burgh Steelers have won three 
titles this decade, while Cincinnati 
has won twice and the Cleveland 
Browns once. 

The domination of a few teams 
can be seen eyen more clearly in 
examining playoff results. Of the 
26 NFL entries since 1970, only six 
teams, three in each conference, 
have played in the Super Bowl. 

But the consistency of some 
teams at the top has been matched 
on the bottom of the NFL heap. 
Since 1970, the New Orleans Saints 
have finished in the basement of 
the NFC’s Western Division five 
times, with only a 1974 third place 
finish to mar their perfect record. 

And the San Diego Chargers in 
the AFC West have a streak of 
four consecutive basement

finishes going into the 1976'season. 

To what can such consistency be 
attributed? The answer lies in 
mathematics, pure and simple. In 
basketball, there are only five 
starters, and the addition of one 
giant can turn a team’s fortunes 
around overnight. But in football, 
there are 11 starters on offense 
and 11 on defense, plus a place- 
kicker and a punter. Thus, not 
even counting tlie people on the 
all-important specialty teams, the 
average pro football squad has 24 
starters! 

According to most pro football 
scouts, in a good draft year there 
are perhaps 100 jflayers at most 
who within two years can make a 
valuable contribution to a football 
team. In pre-expansion and pre- 
AFL days, when only 12 
professional teams roamed the 
Earth, this meant that each team 
could draft as many as 8 players 
who could help the team. 
Therefore a team could draft an 
entirely new batch of starters 
every three years. 

Today, though, there are 28 
professional teams. This means. 
that no single team can hope to 


scoop more than 3 or 4 top grade 


players out of any draft. Thus, it 


now takes between six and eight 
years to draft a new te.m of 


, Starting players! 


Moreover, the average taizer of 
an NFL player presently lasts 
only 4% years. Therefore, a 
rebuilding team must begin 
teplacing some of the players 
around whom they egan 
rebuilding, before their iask is 
little more than halfw." com- 
pleted.
